U. S. M IN ISTER ’S DEATH W AS 
A GREAT SHOCK. 


SPIRITED DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Cooper (dem., Fla.) took the floor 
and denounced those who were “trying 
to scuttle the ship of state.” Mr. Payne 
(rep., N. Y.) said it seemed nothing had 
been left out of the bond contract th at 
was possible to put in it to oppress the 
people. 
W. A. Stone (rep., Pa.) said he could 
not see why republicans should not vote 
for the resolution, although they were 
not to blame for the bad m anagem ent 
th a t had brought about the difficulty. 
Mr. Hepburn (rep.. Iowa) said the gen­ 
tlem an from Pennsylvania proposed to 
go back to the whole policy of his porty 
th a t had always pledged itself to m ain­ 
tain gold and silver a t a parity. Mr. 
Bryan (dem.. Neb.) made a half-hour 
speech against the resolution, the pas­ 
sage of which, he began by saying, 
would withdraw $65,000,000 from circula­ 
tion. He said the President bad erred. 
“This is a question in which is bound up 
the welfare of mankind. Pass this re­ 
solution and $16,000,090 would be saved 
to the people in fifty years. P ass it and 
they would be robbed of $16,000,000,000 
in a third of th a t time by the men in 
whose interests it w as passed. On these 
questions we find th at the dem ocrats of 
the east and the republicans of the east 
lock arm s and proceed to carry out 
their policy w ithout reference to the rest 
of the country. 
But, Mr. Speaker, if 
they do th a t they m ust expect th a t on 
the principle of self preservation the 
rest of the country will drop party lines 
and unite to preserve their homes and 
their welfare. The dem and of our east­ 
ern brethren, both dem ocrats and re­ 
publicans, is for a steadily appreciating 
standard value. They are the creditors, 
they hold our bonds and our mortgages, 
and as the dollars come up here and the 
debts increase they gather an unearned 
increm ent.” 
Mr. Reed arose. Instantly the hum of 
voles ceased and a hush fell on the 
house. He began: 
Mr. Speaker: T hat doctrine of the 
union of the south and west has been 
preached before and by prophets whose 
inspiration lasted longer than th at of 
the gentlem an from Nebraska. But it 
has been a failure. It always will be a 
failure.” He continued: “The govern­ 
m ent’s bonds to-day ought to stand in 
the front rank of national bonds if 
honesty of effort in paym ent of the same 
could count for anything in the history 
of the country. It is now proposed to 
reduce the rate of interest provided in 
this contract, provided we make the 
bonds sold ‘payable in gold.’. T hat word 
is practically there now, as everyone 
agrees. This resolution does not involve 
the establishm ent of a policy; it is sim­ 
ply action on a single transaction of the 
government. Some tell us it would gov­ 
ern all future transaction, but I do not 
believe the secretary of the treasury will 
attem pt another such contract after his 
experience with this.” 
Mr. Bynum (dein., lad.) combated the 
statem ent by Mr. Bryan th at the re­ 
solution would retire $65,000,000 in green­ 
backs. The debate was closed by Mr. 
Wilson, who adm itted the contract made 
by the secretary of the treasury con­ 
tained very hard term s for the govern­ 
ment, but he believed these term s were 
the best th at could be obtained.

W ashington, Feb. 15.—Although it 
was known an attem p would be made 
yesterday to pass the resolution au­ 
thorizing the issue of 3 per cent gold 
bonds in the house the early attendance 
on the floor was not large. As soon as 
the journal had been read Mr. C a t l ­ 
ings from the committee on rules re­ 
ported the special order under which 
the house w as to operate, the consid­ 
eration of the bond bill. 
Mr. Catchings prom ptly demanded 
the previous question as soon as the 
resolution had been completed. 
On a 
rising vote the previous question was 
ordered—56 to 111. Mr. Pickier (rep., S. 
D.) made the point of no quorum, but 
w ithdrew , and before time for debate 
could be claimed under the rule the veto 
recurred on the adoption of the order. 
I t resulted: 56 to 117. Before the debate 
began the speaker announced he would 
recognize two members of the commit­ 
tee on w ays and means, Mr. W ilson and 
Mr. 
Reed, 
in the affirmative, 
and 
Messrs. Hopkins (rep., 111.) and Bryan 
(dem., Neb.) in the tiegative to control 
four hours of the time allotted for de­ 
bate, the rem aining hour to be given 
to debate under the five m inute rule. 
Mr. Wilson, chairm an of the ways and 
m eans committee, who opened the de­ 
bate, cautioned the house a t the outset 
th a t unless the debate could be restrict­ 
ed to the resolution from the ways and 
m eans committee, the exclusion of all 
partisanship, it would be impossible to 
vote intelligently on the question at 
its conclusion. 
Mr. W ilson then pro­ 
ceeded to carefully state the case, cov­ 
ering the ground traversed by his re­ 
port to the house Thursday, saying: 
“There is no dearth of revenues in 
the treasury. 
There is an available 
cash balance in the treasury of $165,- 
000,000, a larger balance than June 30, 
1893, of $36,000,000, when it was $129,- 
000,000, Including the oil reserve. To­ 
day tr<e gold reserve stands a t $42,213,- 
000. The gold reserve was not threaten­ 
ed until the panic of 1890, when in a 
single m onth (November) $24,000,000 of 
gold was withdrawn. In the course of 
thepanlc (1890) the $53,000,000 of bank 
tru st funds w as passed to the availa­ 
ble assets of the treasury. 
Since then bonds have been sold three 
times to replenish the gold in the treas 
ury, twice within six months. The pre­ 
vious operations of the treasury result 
ed in the United States exchanging its 
own bonds for its own gold, and now 
Secretary Carlisle has done w hat Sec­ 
retary Sherm an did time and time 
again when he was refunding the pub­ 
lic debt—he purchased gold in other 
m arkets than bur own.” 
Mr. Wilson contrasted the situation 
of the treasury in 1882 with its situation 
now in regard to the burden to be borne 
by the gold reserve. 
“Then no greenbacks were being pre 
sented for redemption and the reserve 
w as only necessary for practical pur 
poses to support the outstanding silver 
am ounting to but $200,000,000. To-day it 
supported the entire currency fabric, 
$500,000,000 of outstanding legal tenders 
and treasury notes, $500,000,000 of over­ 
valued silver, and all the national bank 
notes outstanding.” 
He said th a t under the national bank 
act of 1874 the bank notes, being re­ 
deemable by the treasury, could be used 
by conversion to drain the treasury of 
gold as well as the legal tenders. 
A 
large am ount of the gold received from 
the sale of bonds was uesd to meet the 
deficiency in the revenues. He conclud­ 
ed his speech: “The question presented 
here is w hether we will substitute for 
a 4 per cent coin thirty-year bond a 3 
lier cent gold bond.” 
Mr. McMillan (dem., Tenn.) asked if 
it would not be possible to raid the gold 
reserve in the future as It had in the 
past. 
Mr. Wilson replied th a t it had un­ 
doubtedly been possible since the first 
day of the resum ption o f-specie pay­ 
ments, but said it would not be done 
if we can m aintain confidence so th at 
our currency will be as good as gold.

As a people the sol ii.-rn *.i^nntainecrs 
aru uot mercenary, anil whacker fight­ 
ing on the tide of tho Union or tho side 
of secession compensation was w ith 
them a secondary consideration. In tho 
Union arm y they were better fed and 
better clothed than they ever had been 
in times of peace, aud this fact, cou­ 
pled w ith their innate love of fighting, 
made many of them look upon tho w ar 
as an undisguised blessing. 
For nearly four years the battle lines 
extended over hundreds, yes, thousands 
of miles, and during much of this tim e 
the southern m ountains were debatable 
territory. Over some coonties of south­ 
eastern 
Kentucky 
and northeastern 
Teuw^ssee the battle tide ebbed and 
flowed about 50 tim es as the men in 
blue or gray advanced or retreated. 
Hi this territory the m ilitary rulo was 
spasmodic and subject to the moot vio- 


C o U ln s d r a n k fir s t, a s is H ic c u s to m . 
lent changes, and the regular machinery 
of the law—at the best never very ef­ 
fective in these mountains—went to 
pieces at the very beginning and re­ 
mained a wreck till the return of peace. 
Before the w ar these mountaineers 
were the most thriftless w hite people in 
America. 
By comparison the free ne­ 
groes of the 6onth were models of intel­ 
ligent industry. 
They raised barely 
enough corn and m eat to subsist on. 
They were always on the verge of a 
famine, and chronic starvation would 
have been the rale had it not been for 
the efforts and forethought of the wom­ 
en and children. 
B ut the crops th a t had always l>een 
sparse became very uncertain when 
hungry troopers began to pour through 
tbe m ountain trails, and the young corn 
was ruthlessly cut or pulled up to feed 
the horses. “ Ef we uns can’t raise hogs 
and hominy, ” as one of these captured 
m ountain men put it, “ we uns can raise 
heH,” and they did. 
No inconsiderable num ber of these 
men 
became 
veritable 
Ishmae lites. 
Every disaster in their neighborhood, 
w hether to the Union or to the Confed­ 
eracy, was turned to their advantage. 
A b “ southern partisans” they raided 
the bine grass country for horses. 
As 
‘•Union scoots” they plundered the un­ 
protected stores of the Confederates, 
and their thorough knowledge of the 
country and of the opposition that m ight 
be expected gave them for years a pros­ 
perous im m unity from detection. 
Among the men who successfully 
carried on this work of m urder and 
spoliation were the McGees—father aud 
■on. 
Before the w ar they lived uot far 
from W ild Cat, Ky., but as soon as 
they had made up their minds to pursue 
a course of im partial robbery they mov­ 
ed south to tho great Cumberland pla­ 
teau. 
In the early spring of 1864 General 
C arter determined to find the hiding 
place of these Ishm aclites in the Cum­ 
berland plateau and to destroy them 
loot and branch. 
Heretofore they bad 
eluded every force sent against them, 
and it was evident th at they could not 
be destroyed 
by ordinary methods. 
Learning of General C arter’s purpose, 
Jam es Collins of the First Tennessee, 
rn young mountaineer of unusual nerve 
and intelligence, volunteered to go into 
tile camp of the Ishmaelites, learn all 
their secrets and return w ith the in ­ 
formation. 
The general questioned him, found 
th at ho knew tbe m ountains and the 
people thoroughly, then gave him per 
mission to carry out his plau in his own 
way. 
Jam es Collins was at this tim e about 
24, w ith dark, well formed features, 
the courage of a tiger and the endur­ 
ance of a dozen horses. 
He decided to 
play the role of deserter, to exchange 
his blue uniform for a butternut suit, 
and to carry w ith him his arms. Know­ 
ing that the McGees had friends or 
apics all through the country, Collins 
left camp at night, and outside of G en­ 
eral Carter aud a few officers in his own 
regim ent his mission was unknown, and 
it was generally believed that he had 
deserted. 
‘ The rendezvous cf the outlaws was 
supposed to be about the headwaters 
of the Clinch river, southwest of the 
town of Jalisco. 
On the third day out from Cumber­ 
land gap Collins m et a man at a point 
w here he was evidently posted doing 
picket duty. He was black haired, lune 
and middle aged, and he wore better 
boots and clothes than the average 
mountaineer. 
Instead of the heavy 
squirrel rifle he carried a springfield 
musket, and his belts and cartridge box, 
stam ped w ith the letters “ U. S .,” told 
the retiree of his ordnance supplies. 
U sually these men meet each other 
and even st Hingers w ith a refreshing 
said assuring w arm th of manner, but 
the man on picket made no attem pt to 
disguise his displeasure at meeting Col­ 
lins. 
W ithout raising his piece, which 
lie carried in tho hollow of his arm, the 
m an took a position directly in the m id­ 
dle of the trail and called out: 


“ Hello, stranger! 
H ain’t you uni 
lost?” 
“ I reckou n o t,” replied Collins. 
“ W liar’s you uns gwinc?” 
Jam es Collin* knew that if this man 
was angry, and ho certainly looked to 
be, that a kind answer would not turn 
away his wrath. To cope w ith him suc­ 
cessfully he must bo m et on his own 
ground and w ith his own weapons. 
Still, tho method the young .soldier took 
for w inning this man over would havo 
been far from wise away from these 
hills. In response to the m ountaineer’s 
question Collins said: 
“ I ’m a-gwino w harevahl d—• please, 
and I ’d like to see tho m an ez ’lows ho 
can prevent m e.” 
“ W aal, I liaint fo’ Towin nothin of 
the kind. 
I ’m peace. 
I am ” — 
“ Then w hat fo* do you uns stop a 
peaceful man in the bills?” 
“ I ain ’t a-stoppiu you uns.” 
“ T hat’s coz you u h s don’t think it’d 
be healthy. 
Now, if so bo yon 
u h s 
means to toto fa’r and to talk honest- 
like, man to man, why h ’a r’s my can- j 
teen, and we unsTl drink to bettah ac- 
qnaintance, or ef you uns think a fight’s 
tho thing, th a r’s yo’r rifle and h a r’a ' 
mine. 
Now, w’ich is h it to be?” 
“ I ’d rather drink nor fight any day,” 
said tho mountaineer. J ‘My nam e’s 
Owen, and h ar’s my hand.” 
Collins shook the m an’s hand, pulled 
the stopper from his canteen, drank first, 
as is the custom of tho hills, and then 
passed the vessel over to Owen. 
A fter this they lit their pipes and sat 
down, side by 6ide, uot friends yet by 
any means, but in a better mood to con­ 
tinue negotiations. 
* ‘Pcahs to me like’s of you uns moot 
’a* come from some sojercam pof late,” 
said Owen, os he looked over the equip­ 
m ents and trim figuro of the man beside 
him.

Collins rose, but ho had no idea of go­ 
ing on, nor did the guard propose that 
he should do so, certainly not w ithout 
his company. 
“ See bar, Collins, I kinder like the 
way yon ans talk and act. Now, mo and 
my friends is a-livin back hor, all in 
peace and quiet like, and not keerin to 
disturb neither side in this wab, ef 60 
be they’ll let we u h s alone.

Ef not, w ’y you 
uhs ken stay har fo’ tho night and go 
your way when the sun rises. ” 
Tho fact that 
those outlaws were 
oathbound did not weaken Jam es Col­ 
lins in his purpose. There were a great 
many oaths taken during tho w ar w ith 
w hat was known as “ a mental reserva­ 
tion.” A fter a becoming deliberation bo 
gave tho old man his hand and swore 
th at he would join the gang at once if 
they would rato him in. 
Ar the close of the meeting, Molly 
Mf (lee, old K it’s daughter, and a tall, 
bold, good looking girl, came into tent to 
remove supper.
